fices and boordthem curriſhly with a queſtion touching their eſtates 
and fortunes while they liued: if they gather by their anſweres that a · 
ny of them haue for iſhed in the world for pompe, wealth, beauty, or what. 
ſocrer other le tranſitory gift, & that therein they have repoſed their 
ſole deliglit, oh then they: ſoundly frumpe and baite them fur their 
velcome wich ſuch bitter ſcoffes, that this new corroſiue added to their 
other yet · bleding ſorrowe, makes them altogither impatient · but if they 
finde that their liues greateſt part hath beene d. ſtreſle and care, then 
they comfort them, bidding them reioyce in death , Marry this their 
comfort ſerues to {mall putpoſe, for I haue heard the chie fe Seniors of 
this ſocietie oft ſolemnly proteſt, that for 1 know not how many hun- 
dred yeares, not three of all thoſe wrerches (though the nunaber hath 
bene infinite) haue thanked them for their comfort but all birterly ex- 
clamed on death, and wiſhed themſelues againe aliue, with thrice as 
many miſcries as they had endured: jet many ofthem dyed fo oldæ, that 
their ſighte, their taſt, and generally all heit ſences and powers had of 
themſ;c lues failed themʒ ſo maethe weaknes of their ſpent nature could 
no longer haue bin capable of any pleaſurciothers ſo poor, that fur pure 
ptury & no deuotiõ, they had fiited to death:lom ſo grieued with Aches 
that they had longlaine bediidden, or ſo peppered with diſenſes, that 
in many yeares they could reckon few daies ef reſt: ſome had beene 
rotted in priſon, ſome new ſcipt from the gallowes ʒothers blinde, many 
cripples, all miſerable, which cauſed me deepely tomeruaile what ſe- 
cret deceipt of nature tnade men thus dote on life. Sed ad propeſi um. 
walking there not long ſince, while thoſe sſoreſaide odde companions 
were queſtioning with other ghoſ's,[ ſavone (& it was a womans Ghoſt) 
pacing demurely, and with lo ſeiled a ccuntenance, that as it argued 
no ioy, ſo it made ſhewe of l. tile ſorrow, Wondering at ſuch moderation 
in ſo fraile a ſexe , I went towards hir, and in going eyed hir ſo exactly, 
that in the end, though death had much defaced her, Ikaew who 
ſhe was, and remembred that when I dyed, ſhe liuædat London in floriſſi. 
ing eſtate & as lewde a dame, as any in that Citye This much inctea- 
ſed my former aumiratioa, who demde it rare, that any of that ſexe, 
wealth, and wantonneſſe could wich ſuch patience brooke the loſſe of 
lite. Being in this humor 1 diſc ouered my ſelfe vnto her, and earneſily 
requeſted her to ſhew me the cauſe of this her more then manly cou · 
rags:wherero ſhe gẽtly replyed, tliat ſince my death her fortune chãged 
by hir folly had quited che former plẽty & pleaſures that ſhe hadwhil de 
eniq ed, with a farre greater mealute gf VNant and woe; and for (he tawe 
mee exttemly deſiraus ta heare the maner of this change and ſcquell. 
ſhec imparted that lte wiſe vnto mee, concluding tliat ſith death had 
ridde fur from diſtreſſe, it were madneſſe to lament, much niore to de- 
fire lite, this ſaide, thee lefiemee ia a firange humor: for i wiſhed

Laugheſt thou ?So mighteſt thou well haue done, if this my wiſh had 
beene the Ape of common error: but the onely ayme and end of my 
deſire, was the good of hole that liue; for whoſe admonition, euen 
in ſo frall a ime (for my witte was neuer long in performing ſuch a 
taſke ) 1 would haue pende in maner of a. caueat , alarge diſcourſe 
both of hir former I:wdnefſe which my ſelfe had knowne, and of her 
following miſt ries which ſhe had then related. But finding my deſires 
full accompliſhment herein impoſſible, after long thought Iccnceip+ 
ted a likely courſe, for the effecting thereof in parte; and this it 
was · Io ſue to Mercury that by the vertue of his charming rodde 2 
manes euoc at eco, this my bodies bloudleſſe remnant might reuiſite the 
earth, to finde {vine one who receiuing fr6 mee the plott and ground.

N N Eacefraught with plentie, waiting on 
htbe Scepter oka gratious Soueraigne, 
| 2 — "17 £ 2 had nowe ſeated her ſelfe in Albion, 
5 AC 1 whence at her ariuall, rough - fac o Bel- 
dona the nurſſe of bꝛoples, wziting in 
— 1&7: n blood » her bailefull tryumphes, fledde 
MY Woe iconſolate toforraine coaſts, and there 
ſounded hir Tragique ſummons, At 
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whole departure all things recouered their fozmer quiet: 
As when the peare haueing ſhaken ol tozmie winters Ice 


badge, growes poung againe, greeting the earth with 
gladſome t ioings of the Flower - clad ſpzinges' appzoach . 
Dillte Sheepeherdes haunted lecurely with their harme- 
leſle flockes , the weſterne plaines, chanting by turnes 
[weete Roundelayes , oz tyring with long play their Þa- 
tenpipes: Toyling hulbandmen toyde freelp in the 
illue ot their hopes, reaping harueſts plenty the guerdon 
of their winters paines .

Liuing thus at guiet (the moe 
to Augmeut his eaſe,) lone he eſteemed lo little, and ma- 
riage leſſe, that he paſſed y moſt part of his time without a: 
wife , in which Stoicall humoz he determined to perliſte, 
ſtiſfely rekuſing many great offers, mou'd to him by ſun- 
dzye ok good account and knowae ſuffictence ; whether the 
care ofhouſekeeping and feare to match with a mate of vn⸗ 
like conditions, had diſmaide him; o2 the ſweeteneſſe of a 
ſingle lite thzough long vſe befottedhim; Þowſoeuer this 
reſolution ſeemd eaſte in regard ok hisyeares, yet did the 
ſequell largely ſhewe, that notime, no tempezature is ex- 
empted from laues tyranny; noꝛ ought leſſe to be truſted, 
then affections tryall: The Sunne okte ſhines not, til nere 
his ſetting. C inthia filles not her circle, til fardeft from hir 
bzothers Sphere. Smothered Cinders may bꝛeed a flame, 
where we leaſt ſuſpect a fire;and winter kruites in grow th- 
leſſe oz warde, are in laſting moſt koꝛceable. The pureſt 
goulde hath his dꝛoſſe; the cleareſt Mine his dzegges; | 
lweetelt Roſes their packes ; ſowzeſt Stoickes their 
paſſions, Loue hath his change of Arrowes, his choyce 
of obiectes, to intice euerp eye, to intang le every Age. 
It chanted in a fatall ho ver, that Giraldo with ſundy 
his familters was innited by a gentleman of the country

will: They were richly keaſted, and krollikt royally in 
all gentlemanlike dilpoztes,hunting,hauking, with what 
ſoeuer pleaſant recreation their thoughts coald ayme at, 
and the countrye pealde » Thus karre laſted Giraldos 
comedie : but heere (thoughin a bozrowed hue) ſtept in 
his Tragedies ſad Pꝛoem maſking his following loꝛrows 
in ontward ſemblance of allur ing lweetneſſe: Such are 
the wiles of loue and koꝛtune, there ſirſt ts (mile , where 
they intend laſt and moſt to lo wer. This gentleman be⸗ 
ſides two ſonnes of rare towardnefſe, had dne daughter, 
hir vame Valeria, pounx and kayre, in diſtourſe mittie, 
but in life wanton; the fault and cauſe thereok, her edu 
cation: ko being the fathers foy the Pothers Jewell, their 
laſt bozne,and therefoꝛe moſt beloou'd, the was tramed vp 
byher parents in all libertie, and taught, not that which 
beſt beſeem d, but which moſt delighted hir; In ſteade of 
' fowing, ſhee could ſing, wzite, daunce, and ſweetly touch 
bir Juory Lute, with whole welenned ffringes, bir fin- 
gers were moze acquainted,then with hir needle: Beefely 
what could ſhee not, which leaſk ſhe ould , and all -moze 
exquiũtly, then was-meete fo2 a modeſt virgine? Ik then 
theſtrongeſt Parble bee in time wozne by weake dzoppes 
of raine , the hardeſt Adamant, (though otherwiſe impene⸗ 
trable)pearcobpGoats warme blood: what maruel is it, 
that thele ſo mighrie infoxcements, wꝛought lo effectually 
on hit, whole kewe pears, kraile ſer; and ſleight education 
madethe conqueſt eaſte? Pet ran he headlongkozward, not 
heeding howe ſhe was inclined, noz weighing as he ſhould 
haue done, the iſſue ot his attempt, which theſe ſo many, 
and ſo manyfeſt likelihoodes did fozethzeaten; Such was 
his blindneſſe enen when he firlt behelde her, to whom na- 
ture had leut a looke ſo alluring. a tongue ſo inchanting, 
that it reſtes doubtfull, whether hir countenance could 
mo2e intrappe, oz hir wozdes entangle.

moze he looked, the moꝛe he looued; Affection was no 
tooner bꝛed then! wing'd;no ſoner warme, then flaming; 
(athing in nature maruelous, but in loue no miracle, ) ſpe 
was the onely ſubie ct of his conceipt, the onely ayme ofhis 
content: ak ſhe ſpake, his partiall eares deem'd hir voice 
moe then Angelicall;if ſhe tmil's, he was rauicht ik hee 
krown'd „ euen krowning lyee ſeem” d fairer , and hir auger 
awiable, Thus were hir wozdes his eares muſique, her 
faire countenance his eyes harbo? , hir ſelfe, his tranſpozted 
ſowles ſuppoſed lolace, while he though olde,yeta Nouice 
inthe lchole of tancie fed his vaine thoughtes, with vainer 
hopes: But when beginning his l 1 777 he 
ſawe poꝛtraide on hir lookes a deepe millikingok his age, 
tbꝛeatning a lequell ot many ſo;zrowes, a Centurie ofſowl. 
tyring paſſions, then lomewhat rowſing his charm'd ſen- 
ces, he began ſavly to conkerre his kozmer courſe of life, 
with his p2elent croſſes in loue, weighing howe bekoze be 
ioy'd in content, nowe iopleſle thꝛough dilcontent, then 
free from fancie , now ſlaue to beautie : And ſo farre he wa; 
ved in this penſtue meditation, that ſealing with manye 
ſighes, each clawle ok his complaints, he wiched too late, 
than he had not come, oꝛ comming, had not ſeene; oꝛ ſeeing, 
had not affected ; oz affecting, had not ſo extreamly vos 
ted. But finding mone a bootleſſe methode, a lleight me- 
dicine to cureharts maladye, he reſolued to ſeeke ſome ſu- 
rer remedie: which , (as he thought) was immediatly to 
depart; hoping that abſence ſhould wozke his eaſe, and that 
his eyes not hauing whereon to gaze, his thoughtes ſhould 
want wherewith to greeue him.

dꝛewe him thence. Thep no leſſe beleening his wozdes, 
then laath to hinder his waightie affaires, didnot impoztune 
bis tariante, yet vrged with much entreatte his ſpedy re⸗ 

tone, which he pꝛomiling; thougt then not entending, 
lefte them; bnt could not Teane ſo his loꝛrowe, fo} in him 
lelte he caried his owne wounde, the euer⸗kreſh and perfect 
Idea ot Valerias farrepeircing beautie, a moze inſeperable 
companion tao his thoughts, then the ſhadowe to his bodpe: 
the one waiting without, the other wozking ſofo2ceably 
within, that by how much the moe he ſtroue to alay 
his paſſions , by fo' much the moze hee encreaſed his 
paines; concluding by his owne experience, that to attempt 
the quenching of lone with abſence; is to cheriſh fire with 
oyle. Foꝛ as the courle of à ſtronge currant,counterchekt 
by a barte o rurthj, leekes with xreacer' violence another 
illue, and hauing pat his boundes , toznes the-pleaſant 
med9wes, intovupleaſant mariſhes: As the ſlowelt flame, 
lomwhat daunted-by water, gathers immediatly double 
koꝛzte and b2ightneſle :ſo the krenzie ok a louers kancie, is 
then moſt outragious; and feeles xreatefFlacke of wonted 
eaſe, when the eyes do want their wonted obiect. Giral- 
do therefoze finding in the citie leſſe conifs2t then in the 
tontrpe content, wandered in this labyrinth dk woe, kee⸗ 
Jing his ſaules _ howerly augmented; In the date, 
he could not reff; in the night, he tould not fleepe; ik he ſat, 
he ſighed; but ſighes yealded him no ſolacet ofce he walk 
ed to out weare his ſoꝛrowe „ but okt walking could not 
wozke it: At the table he ſat a cypher; noꝛ is it maruel, 
fo2 hom could he haue any ſtomacke to viſceſthis' meat 
that wanted length to diſband his melancholie, which 
was ſutrutetull in aff licting him that not Hydray foggie 
Lemas fowlegueſt, could kaſter renue hir ſeauen heades, 


with ſeauenfouide encreaſe, then bis each · palſion doubled 
his perplexitie, making * vnquiet like, A BUNy 3 
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bka louers miſerie: His kriendes and {neighbours mr: 


fed much what might be the cauſe of his diſcontent ,ſuypo- 
ſiug nothing leſſe, then that lone had bene the occaſion, 
mong this number, one ok like peares 4 long acquain- 


tante, did on a time ſo farre impoztune im, that Geraldo 


(though loath to vtter his affection; yet able to denie him 


nothing; becauſe he lou d him dearelp)diſcourſed the whole 


at large , peremptozily concluding to haſt with ell ſpeede 
poſſible{ if his ſpeding might bee poſſible) a maryage be- 
tweene Valeria and himſelfe: Foz (quoth hee) as Telephus 


wounded by Achilles ſpeare, couls not be cured but by the 


ruſt ofthe lame ſpeare: And they whieh are lunge by the 
Serpent Dipſas; keele an vnquenchable thirlt in the midſt 
ul water: ſoftandes it with me, which haue ſurfeted, yet am 


ot latiate: but being wounded with 7clephus, muſt ke 


wile with him deriue my helpe;whence J receiued my hurt. 
which woꝛd he had no ſoner vttered then his amazed kriend 
deeming this humoz in thole yeares, the eight miracle; ad- 
d2elt himſelfe todinert him krom ſa konde a thought, and af 
ter ſome pawſe began thus: Tere Jas wiſe, as J am wil- 
ling ta diſcharge the duety of a friende chen would J with 
mightie Arguments diſſwave you krom a purpoſe ſo il be. 
ſeeming : Can it be h Geraldo ſoſtale a batcheler, ſo ſtrict a 
follower ofthe@toicks philoſonhie. is in the main ol his age 
become a woer? Oe which laught;at loue, and ſcornd fancy, 
nowe dzoupe f2 Joue, and dote though tollp: teſembling in 
repugnance to nature, the ſtone Gagates, whereon ik wa⸗ 
ter be powred it kindlesfyer, if oyle, it doth quench the 
flame : Twothings J baue nstedinmanp, and finde 
both in you : the firſt rare aun commendable, the ſecond 
riditulous, yet cammon: A poung man wile 5 au old mas 
wanten. Weigh vet wich your ſefe;, what pour ſciends 
will lay and the wozlde cenſure, hearing ok this ſo⸗ 
daine change: It mariage be a courſe foi requiſtte, they 


will demaunde wohy vou haue ſo long deter d it; if not to 
; Me | be 
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be reſpected, why vou ſhoulde nowe determine ſe ! Knew 
pou not that lotie in ode men is no leſſe vnſet mety and 
vnſe aſonable, then kroſt in prill „ ſnowe in Sommer, 
Ice in the entering of Autumne? But admit it neceſſarp, 
pet this halt is needleſſe: Raſh beginnings haue rukul ends: 
ripe counſailes hy e The Elephant bzeedes not 
oft in age · The Phenix( as (ome affirme) takes life from 
Aches, but once in ſire hundzed and ſixtie peares: the one 
bow. mightie a beaft ? the other how matchleſſe a birde / 
In. Samos ſfoode a Semple of Hymen, ouer whole doze, 
onithe outſide, was ict the poztrature of a Snaple, to 
admonithe-the beholders , that with llowe pace and deepe 
aduice they ſhould pꝛoceede to a matter of: ſuch waighte, 
impozting their extraozdinarpe weale 62 woe , Apelles 
drawing the picture of Folly , gaue hir winges, but not 
eyes;Hir eares ſtopt, thereby intimating, that konde men 
runne headlong fozwande, not ſeeing what they do, noꝛ hea- 
ring others, which koztell them, the iſſue ok their vnherd⸗ 
full actions. It greeues me Geraldo to thinke, that fondly 
gazing on fapre lookes, which do commonly ſhꝛoud falſe 
hearts, vou are taken in beauties trappe, entangled like p 
fiſhe, which leaping at the Sunne beames, gilding the 
waues, playes ther with, vntill the net haue made him pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner ; Had you kan tied ſome modeſt Marton not fox beauty 
a fading bliffe;but — 9. a laſting value, yout haſt had 
bene pet mo2e hope full: noꝛ might any iuſtly haue accuſed 
rout Abſtinence in pouth, oz pour affectionin age. "But at 
theſe years, when the pꝛime of fancy is palt, to be wan y a 
wanton glance, to date on a ſilly Gerle; whoſe [tontinence 
oz conſtancy you know not, how karre vufit?

ſoone blaſted; young ſpꝛigs do with the winde bende 
euery way. Theflower-rich ſpꝛing is natures firltbozne, 
but notheireof Autumnes ripeneſſe. Say you lhe is faire $ 
then pꝛowde, fo2 as the herbe Feſula taken in wine, cauſerh 
the vaines to ſwell: ſo beautie in women doth enhance the 
thoughtes. J omitte to inferre hir ſtoze ołfauozits, which 
will not faile to ſeduce hir, if coyne 02 counlaile may ſub⸗ 
due hir. Is ſhe wittie? then wiliez fraught ſtill with new 
deuices to circumuent you. But ſhee can d aunce, ſinge, 
finger a Lute, and all excellently : doe not theſe argue hir 
wantou education, 02 can pou koꝛtheſe ſo highly fancie hir?

Deere he pawl d and Geraldothus replide:your counſaile 
ſauours much of good will, little of conceipt: pet fo your 
curteſie I thanke you , and ko your kindneſſe, J wil chink 
ok you, as of a well entending friend, You dreme it range 
that 3 thus olde, (though not ſo olde as you vrge) ſhould 
now reſolue on mariage , haueing befo2e ſhaped a contrary 
courſe ot lite. True it is, that whilome my ſole delight was 
ts liue ſingle, but who knowes not, that ould opinions are 
ofte contealed by new oc caſions? Muſt J be euer ill ad⸗ 
uiſed, becauſe once not welk aduertiſed ? J's loue in oulde

Tell mee J p2ay vou) who moze needes comkbꝛt 
then they which want it; oz what greater comtoꝛte to men 
then kinde women + Dow can vou then with reaſon de⸗ 
ny that to age; which doth eaſe the topifull burthen of 
age, 02 terme that needleſſe, which is ſo neceſſarie , but 
vou growing to farther diſlikes, condemne myne hafte, 
which reſolue with ſpeede todiſpatch my purpoſe, know 
pou not that delay is fraught: with vaungers, that occa⸗ 
fon is balde bebinde* _ they which dekerre, are ofte 
| pe- 
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pꝛeuented, and ſo cirtumuented: Such as oblerue not 
there times, do iuſtly faile in there deſerued tryalles. On 
the lilie-garnicht bankes ok Cephiſus there ſpringes a flo- 
wer ok rare effectes, yet merely kozceleſſe, if not applide 
at the inſtant, when Phevus doth in fiery maieſty touch 
the meridian, In like ſozt, young virgines fancies, prone 
to affect ion by pearts and nature, muſt be allailed while 
time doth ſerue : for their fauour once rooted (e thinge 
caſilpy perfozmed ) can neuer bee recalze by thzeates of 
parents ,02 wotlvcs of p2efiers . Speaking tyen be- 
times, J may perhaps ſpe ede: but delerring the one, J muſt 
diſpaire oftheother, Good wine needes no Juice buch: 
Faier women want no woers. hereto pon reply that pou 
condemne not ſo much my age as, Vale rias pouth:to haue wo 
ed and wedded an auncient woman, had bene a match moze 
meet: and this equalitie ofyeares, car ied moze likelphood 
of mutuall loue. Foz anſwere to which obiection, F craue 
no greater inſtance then pour owne experience, p widowes 
are wily and wilfall;that many ſcarſe holſome moꝛſels, do 
okten vlurpe the attyre and geſtures ol honeſk matrons:heer 
is à Lernaofeuils, a ſea ol dangers; wh ich to encounter, I 
haue no courage: to conquer, no koztune But in one pet 
neuer matched , how can deceipt be ſetled , oz how: is 
thee acqutanted with wiles, which thzoughly knowes 
not the wozld : That Valeria is poung, J pealde, noz 
am J verp ould. but you will ſay that though a while 7 
map entertaine hir with delight, vet 3 ſhalbe -paſt beget- 
ting, when the is in the pꝛime of bearing hereou you: urge. 
that giktes and pleaſures are mighty tempters, women 
and they young, kraile veſfeles , and therefoze weake re⸗ 
liſkers: Pet doubt not J, that with a gentle minde, 
. the knowen kindneſſe of a louing hulband, ſhall moze 
pꝛeuaile, then the doubtfull counſailes of deluding ftran- 
.Kers. That thee is kaper, J graunt alſo; that theres 
koze p2owde , J deny, It ſuffifeth not with Ouid 
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to ſay partially, faſtus ineſt pulchris, ſequitur que 
ſuperbia formam , vnleſſe you learne of Ariſtotle to pzoue 
the conſequence ,. by a ſtroug coherence: It follo wes 
not that all are faultie, becauſe ſome offenn . but ra- 
ther as the birde Rinraces bred in Perſia , liueing by 
apre and deawe onely, hath no excrements: ſo natures 
e poliſhcd by vertuous education, bꝛooke no 
exceſſe. 
Fa where ſhoulde inwarde gra tes be moze reſident, 
then where outwarde giftes are moſt reſplendent!

ons the elements their mixtures, both their cooperant mo⸗ 
tions, which argue that nothing can be of it ſelke ſufficient? 
Sap that ſickneſſe ſhould enfeeble me, who conlde ſo 


kindly comfoꝛt me , oꝛ would ſo willingly attende mee 
as a louing wife: which would lit by me, ſigh for mee, 


ſhare wity me my lozꝛrowes, and vſe all meanes to pꝛo- 


cure mylafety ? 3f death ſhould ſeaze on mee wineleſſe 
as J am , and childeleſle , leauing my goodes to vn⸗ 
kinde, oz vnknowne N , with what diſcontent ſhoulde 
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J breath out my dꝛooping ſpirit? But to pour ſelfe J ap- 
peale which haue in part experemented this kacilitie, 
what toye it were, cuen in death, to behoulde, the 
fruite of my owne bodie, the cont inuer of my name, liue⸗ 


ing to poſleſle what N leaue: knowe pou not that beaſtes 
voide of reaſon doe peryetuate, their ſeuerall kindes by 


pꝛocteation? and ſhall men turiched by reaſon, be here⸗ 


in exceeded by beaſtes? if all were ſuch as you counſaile- 


mee to continue, where were the hope of poſter it ie: And 


that taken away, where the ſpurre ok vertue?deſerts guer- 


don the taſke ok kame, ſounding tolucceding times true 


honours trophes in euerliuing notes? J omit to alledge, 


that nature, and mp countrye claime mariage of me as a 
debt: The Spartans among other lawes made by Licur- 

gus, had this one, that the younger ſoꝛte ſhould at all times 
and in all places , reucrence there elders : But to thoſe of 


great Age wanting yſſue, this pꝛeueledg was not due: So 
that Braſidas à valient chiefetaine neuer maried, laden 


with many peares, but honozed thzough moze victozies, 
pallingby a young man, which ſat till, not vling to haue 
any ſhewe of reuerence, by mouing his bodie, oz his bo⸗ 


net, and deeming it a great indignitie , receiued this 
anſwere : Thou haſt not quoth he a ſonne which may doe 
t he like to me, ik liuing to thy age. But whether runne J, 


in ſo large afielde of mightie reaſons, warranting mp re⸗ 


ſolution bepond all compaſle ofconcradiction? Siththen 


to marry it is not onely ſeemelp fo2 any, but likewiſe ne.

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fciende in a deepe amaſement, no leſſepetying his daunger, 
then wondering at his dotage. But ns ſoner had Aurora in 
her next vprile moyſtn d with her earely teares, tran(fo - 
m'd Adonis, and cheritht the fozward ſpzinging of other - 
flowers, then Giraldo mounting on his hoxfſe, gallopt on 
the ſpurre in that gladſome lealon of the peare, toward his 
harts wiſhed harboz, where Valeria, (whom leaning, he ſo 
languiſhed, ) made hir reſidence: By whole father (his a- 
ſured friend ) he there alighting; was by ſo much the moze 
louingly welcomed, by how much theleſſe , : his coming 
was then lookt foꝛ, which pealded in outwarde ſhewe, no 
other likelthoode of coniecture, but to be a bare tourney of 
recreation: tithe impatient of all delay did fully {though 
in feawe woꝛdes, ) deliuer the ſoomme ofhis deſire, which 
was to eſpowſe Valeria; wheretothe ſoner to induce hir ka- 
ther, to whom onely he now communicated his affectious 
ſecrets, he pꝛomiſed to make hir a large ioynter, craue- 
ing ok him no other dowery, then what himſelfe would wil⸗ 
lingly aſſigne. Theodoro ſuch was the others name) haue⸗ 
ing much vled⸗ the kather, and long knowne the ſonne; of 
whole vertue, (beſides his bꝛeath, ) he was no lelle ter 
taine, then ok his wealth aſſured: and perhappes ſomewh ar 
mou d by the voluntary offer ot ſo large a foynter : pealded 
him his full conſent: pꝛomiſing mozeouer, to wozke herein 
ſo effectually with his daughter, (adding to his woꝛds the 
weight ofa fathers authoꝛity) that ſheelikewiſe , whom it 
molt concerned, ſhould grant his demaunde, ot deny hit due- 
ty: Which pꝛomiſe he faild not to perkoꝛme, moueing the 
matter to Valeria in ſuch fozt, that the wily gerle which 
could by little gather much, and by a ſillable co nceiue a 
ſentence, was nothing ignozant ol his entent herein, 
whom kearing to diſpleaſe,# hoping by this match to raign 
as Piltriſle of all ( fox well ſhe knew the myldneſſe of 
Geraldos nature) though at the firſt fo2 faſhions ſake - 
ſamwhat ſticking wo age, concluded hir anſwere 3 8

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the offer of her obedience, in peelding her ſelfe wholly to 
her kathers diſpoſing. To bee ſhozte, Giraldo and ſhee 
were ſolemnly coutr acted, Valerias domzie alligned, her 
ioynter ſet downe, all things confirmed, and they ſoone 
alter 'openly elpouled. JNow ſeemed hee to himſelle in⸗ 
finitely happie, ſolacing in an earthly heauen of imaci- 
narie ioyes , a Paradiſe of thought-erceeding pleaſures. 

5 But between ſeeming and beeing, there hath euer beene a 
large differente: Cadmus ſeemed happie, but his liues ſe⸗ 
queU dacht his felicities vaine flouriſh with a Chiliade of 
crofſe Fortunes, Ante obitum nemo ſupremaque ſunera 
fœlix. Pad great Pompey with his third triumph ſiniſhen 
his then · victozious life , hee had not kamoul de Pharſalia 
through his foile, noꝛ made Egypt fatall chzough his fall, 
Had Giraldo beene extinct in this the pꝛime of his ſee- 
ming haypineſle, hee had not afterwarde dyed moſt happe⸗ 
leſſe. But to pꝛoceed, the Nuptials beeing ended, and 
Giraldo on his returne vnto the Citie (whither hee pur⸗ 
poſed to take with him his beauteous Bide.) at the in- 
ſtant ot their departure, Iheodoro(whoſe miſgiuing heart 
did make him hesuie ) taking aſide bis daughter, thus 

grauely beſpake her. 4 

Valeria, thou now, mult leaue mee, and-learne withall 
another courſeof life then thou halt ledde with mee: thou 
mult with thy elkate change thy thoughtes, no leſle earneſt- 
ly nowe/endeauouring to pleaſe thy huſband, then earſt 
warily 'fhunning; ts difpleaſc thy father. Oh let it not be 

ſaide of thee, which is too truely ſaide of many, That li- 

- uing vnder their parents awe, they make ſhewe of admi- 

table vertue „but beeing exempted from that obedience, 

they vnmaſke their abhozred vices, reſembling in this 
change the Cozall, which growing vnder the water, is 

of extesding ſoftneſſe ; but taking once the Aire, takes 
therewith a ſtone-like hardnelle . Theſe map to their

Pieſume 
not then on the faireneſle wherewith GD hath lufki- 
ciently graced thee: that muſt fade, becing onely the bo⸗ 
dies gift: but if, while it flouriſh, it be ill applyed , what 
mo2e is it then a painted tombe, a golden ſheath. cloling a 
leaden Swozd, 92 wherein is it moze eſteemed by the. wile. 
then wildome by the fooliſh:; From the Countrey(aplace 
of ſmall reſozt) thou muſt now into the Cittie, where 
thou ſhalt finde (iud2y ſoztes of companie and cuſtomes, 
as in a large plot among wholeſome hearbes, vnholeſome 
weedes: The wounded Part flyes tothe Fozreſt, crop- 
ping DiRamnum to cure his hurt, knowing it by the met! 
among infinite other plantes. The little Bee (Natures 
great miracle) can ſucke [weete Youy out of the molk 
.vulikelp flowers, J coulde wiſh tn thee; duch diſtingui⸗ 
Hing ſkill and knowledge, ia diſcerning and vſing com- 
panie; noz doubt Ait, yet giue mee leaue euen without 

cauſe ts keare, fo2 therein likewiſe am J a kather. All 
poung Eagles can not ſteadfaſtly beholde the Sunne : 
All that ſeeme vertuous-,: are not ſo,: whome though 
by their lookes. thou caulk; not 1e e yet ik tox a tri⸗ 
all thou tempozize a while, the iſe ok their actions 
ſhall diſcauer them. Shunne theſe Valeria, leaſt they 
ſhame thee: Jopne, acquaintance and vlt kamiltaritie 
with them ongly, ae e mpany may aduance, oz at leaſt 
not. impeach thp., ae rate 0 Anm ſtrine thou K 
merite © this rare 2 e of eee N

being young in peares, thou art old in maners, then to be 
noted of this common imperfection , that thy manners are 
as thy years, light I meane, what moze ſhould J ſay then 
this only, that on the hope of thy behautour , mp like and 
ioyes depend: So that in thee it reſtes by thy well doing 
to cherich them, oz by thy lll demeanoz to ent them ot: if thy 
entent be good, then may theſe woꝛds ſuffize , ik otherwiſe 
karre moꝛe ſhould be to kewe.

with their traine, after ſome ſmale ioꝛney ariued in ſatetye 
at Troinouant: Alke not whether Giraldos kriendes and 
neighbours muled eo lee him thus married: They were 
all in an extaſte o admiration: but the rougheſt tempeſt is 
oueꝛ blowne : the greateſt wonder laſtes but nine daies, and 
when the date ok this was cleene expired, he not feeling the 
leaſt ſcruple ofdiſcontent , liu'd in the pleaſures of . 
ſeeking by all means to content his young wife, which 
hetherto rendered him like kindnes, whether hir thoughts 
were pet pure, vntill coꝛrupted thꝛough bad company, oz 
hir naturall humoꝛ of wantonneſſe ſlept only, vntill awa- 
kev by ill connſaill,/ a thing to common in our age:) che 
bare him ſome pꝛety childzen, a deper pledge of her yet- 
during lopalty - But alaſle it had to ſleight a permanence, 
fo2 no ſooner were three yeares paſt, then this vane flo⸗ 
rich became frucles , and the contemptuoully neglecting 
82 buzping in careleſſe obliuion, hir fathers connſaile-, 
was thzoughly ſetled infozbiden acquaintance . Pitch 
tftouched-defiles, - Bad company cozrupts good-condi- 
tions: warme war is apt faz any impzeſlion, greene 
thoughts loone led to any opinion, but moſt commonly 
to imbzace ehe woe, fo2 where vertne bath one affecter, 
'vire hath many kactozs. 


Among ſundzy ok hir owne ſex, with whom Valeria oy 
ofte 
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oft conuerſe, there was one which in wit and wickedneſſe 
did karre exceen. Shee thought it not enough her ſelle to 
. dffend,, vnleſſe thzough her, others allo became faultie. 
So that (as making a conſrience of imptetie) ſhee ſtroue 
moe earneſtly to ſeduce the imple, thenmany to reduce 
the ſinfull : and ſhee had ſo cunningly demeaned her ſelfe, 
that Giraldos wife- (circumuented by her ouer-reaching 
wiles) deemed her a deare friend, communicating with 
her the chiefef of her thoughts . They had many mee⸗ 
tings,eſpectally at goſſips feaſts, where alwaſes the ban. 
ket beeing ended) while others held chat in common; they 
(ſomewhat withd)awing themſelues) conferred in ſecret : 
and whereon ſoeuer they diſcourled, this one point of her 
, diſcontent, thzough daily feeling of mote defect in her 
huſbands declining yeares, was by Valeria leightly tour 
ched; pet ſo couched, that the other might well conceſt her 
intent. Euen to be abſolutely wicked, it requires time 
and vle. No maruaile then that ſhee hating not pet ente- 
red into an habit of ſinne, was not fo whollp impudent as 
to expꝛeſſe her meaning in plaine tearmes, though till ex: 
pecting when the other would take the occaſion by her p1e- 
enten. They okt met, oft talkt, and Gitaldos wife woulde 
Kill harpe ſomewhat on that ſtring: and hauing ſcarſe be- 
gun, with a fleighrikgh, abruptly cealde. Mow was the 
path well croden , and they meeting ſoone after in like 
place, on a dap of great ſolemnitie , vſed like matter of 
diſcourſe, with the lame octalisn againe offered. The other 
knowing her time, would not omit the aduantage, but ta- 
king firme holde thereof, thus whiſpered to Valeria a Si- 
rens tale. Should it then bethus, 82 haue J thus deſer- 
ued, that languiſhing through want ol ſolace, you conceale 
krom mee pour hidden lecrets: I haue olten heard, that fox 
euerp ſoze, Nature hath planted a ſimple; that againſt e. 
uerie ſickneſſe, Phiſicke: hath n of expulſiue 
kozce. But well J wot, that 3 containes no . 
| | | | fd; 
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fo2 car2 and diſcontent, ſaue onely the companie and coun⸗ 
ſaile of a friend: ſuch am J to yon, and moze Jam, foz 
your diſeaſe is to me knowen, though not by you diſcloſed: 
I know your pouth, your. huſbands many peeres; your af- 
fection, his inclination ; your deſires, his defeets ; pour 
tofſe of time, his abule of time. This onely J feare, leaſt 
your taint courage barreyou fromaccompliſhing what pou 
molt couet . But liſten with attention to my diſcourſe 
ſetting light by ſuch ſuggeſtions : That is beautie; the 
[weetneſſe thercof not taſted: That moze is it-to thoſe 
which hauing it, cannot vſeit, then to Tantalus the decei⸗ 
uing kruit and kood : what moe is it to thoſe which admi⸗ 
ring it, can not enioy it; then mul cke tothe deake, pictures 

to the blind, delicious meat vnto the dead ꝰ Beautie is no 
eternall bliſſe: but as the ſpꝛing hath his date, ſo hath ſhee 
her purance limited by time: and (ape mee) too ſhozt a 
time, Sweetelt flowers, ik not gathered, waſt oz wither 
euen on the ground, whence they were cheriſhed;-Thele 
gloꝛies which now doe grace vs, mult (if we liue) receiue 
the dilgracious impꝛellion of wiinckled age: And there- 


_- , fotetwice-rauiſht Tmdaris the wzacke of Trop, long after 


*her. laft recouerie, beholding in aglaſle her aged face , did 
iuſtly ſich , witneſſing in her teares, how tranſitozie a fla- 
rich her bodies late faiteneffe did containe. Tothe Sunne, 
the meaſurer of time, Poets haue allignd a charriot dzawn 
by foure winged hozles; thereby intimating, that dur liues 
daies poſte on each minute wirh irremozable pꝛecipitati⸗ 
on, Time the kather ol Occallon, is (as his daughter) bald 
behinde, and hath one onelp locke befoze , whereon vn- 
| Heſſe yon ſpeedily lap holde, pou ſhall fo; euer miſſe-your 
holde. But why doe J tearme it yours, which ik not vſed vy 
-patt , can not be yours ꝛ Hereto you reply, that Giraldo is 
pour huſhand, and you bound to him by the lawes of Gon 
and men. True it is, had you bound your ſelfe '; but as en ⸗ 
fozced dathes are by many deemed meerely kozceleſſe, fo 
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' compelled matches are not by fewe thought nothing lo 
materiall, as where both parties peelde a mittually. free 
conſent . Oh how pzepoltcrous is the care of parents, 
which ayming moze at goods then at their childzens 
good, weigh not on what rockes ok daunger thzough in- 
continencie and repzoch they cat them whome they cau⸗ 
ple with thole that abound in coine,though hauing nought 
elſe of woꝛth: Farre mozenobly minded was Themiſtocles, 
which in beſtowing his daughter, p2eferred the vertuous 
and able pooze , befozethe ſottiſh impotent rich: whereof 
being demanded the cauſe, he made this generous anſwer : 
J had rather (qutoth hee) chooſe a man without mony,then 
money without a man: wherein doubtleſle, hee meant not 
ey. that he is wozthie the name of aman which imbꝛa- 
vertue, but alſo that hee is not to be thought a man, 
1 can not perkozme the act of a man where it infly 
is required, 

What can be moze vnnaturall, then ſuch lnequalitie 
ol peeres. and inclination? which granted, howe (A pay 
- you) can that be pleaſing to God, which is ſo directly re⸗ 

ugnant to the courſe of nature, whomehee at firſt created 
in moſt abſolute perfection of pꝛopoztionall regarde, and 
hath euer ſince, and will till the ende of this wozldes 
times, pꝛeſerue fronf.confiiſion. by vpholding this cqua- 
litie ? Thinke you that Myrobolan Grees, bzoucht from 
Sunne-ſcozcht Sula, can pꝛoſper, if planted tn frozen 
Seythia : o; that the Nozthern pꝛide ot Flora can dia- 

per the Southerne fieldes ? Toitld you deeme that gar⸗ 
Ser Ckilfull, whome you ſhould ſee ſetting Colewoztes 
neare the vine, which ſhunnes them ſo much by nature, 
that it windes another way and ſoone doth wither 7 Can 
that match bee lelle vnmeete, where greene youth" is 
yoakt with groning age? J "bane hearde that 'Licur- 
us the Spartane Lawgiuer , did not ouely permitte, 
ut commaund it (as à ſeeulce mich meritozious No 
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the Common - wealth) that a vigozous man knowing an a⸗ 
ble woman matcht with an hulband impotent though 
yeares oz ſome naturall defect, might Tawfully demaund 
and no leſſe lawfully vſe her companie to raiſe vp iſſue in 
the others behalke, which he muſt acknowledge as his own. 
Had Giraldo and pou been Spartans, liuing in theſe times, 
then had you enioped this pleaſing pꝛiuiledge, your hul. 
band beeing now paſt pꝛocreation: and hee, ik diſconcent, 
in vaine hav muttered: who ik hee would needes marrie, 
ould haue wedded ſome ancient matrone, the widow of 
two oz thꝛee huſbands, which might by cuſtome know?

Bethen couragious boldly to imitate the infinite exam 
ples ot koʒmer times: noz are you nom alone, which haue 
fo2p2eſivents me, and luchmy friends, as ſeeke with mee a⸗ 
bꝛoad what is not affoꝛded vs at home: It herein port con- 
ſozt with vs, you hall likewiſe ſhare with vs pour part of 
pleaſures; you ſhall be furniſht with foze of fatto2ites, ech 
of gallant & goodly perſonage, and which moſkis) of rare 
agilitie in acting that ſecret ſweet ſeruice, which weemo(t 
affect. This onely is required, that you remunerate with 
coine the authours of your intent, bolſtring vp with your 
bags their impoteriſhing bꝛaueries. 
; Pere Valeria halle weeping,halfe wiſhing her ſelf vnwey- 
\ 85 doubtful wheron to reſolue:but the other follow. 


her aduautage, gaue not euer till he had aſſuredy cons 
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queſt. To be ſhozt, there was a time ꝶ place determined fo2 
entering Valeria into p 02der: meane while the whole crue 
was ſummoned, there to aſſemble at the day appointed, be- 
ing likewiſe thzoughly acquainted with the cauſe, The 
meetefk conerfo} this content was thought a gardin⸗ houſe, 
hauing round about it many flowers, and within it much 
deflowzing. Mere not this age kruitkull in . franger mi⸗ 
racles, J ſhould haue deem d this an high maruell, that ſo 
ſmall a plot of ground, could beſo deuowzing a gulfe of 
ſome mens gettings : yet who knowes not that extoztions 
fruite hath ſeldome kaprer ende? Put J pꝛocedez the dap 
pꝛeſign'd being come, no dekault was through abſence 
made by any: there met they with their myntons, each 
hauing ſtopt hir bulhands mouth with a keined talc, coynd 
extempore, /aleria not flacke to ſuch deuotion, came with 
thefirſt , ſeeming to her ſelfe molfoititnate., inbecom- 
ing aſifter of that lock ty: They had there acoltly banquet 
made at their common charge, ſofraught with dainties, ſo 
kurniſht with variette of choyceſt delicates, that by their 
diet, there diſpoſitions might bee welldiſcerned; 2 this is 
the kewell which leres and Wy efperof luſt: Sine 
Cerere & Liberoffig et Venus FF ent eyh aſt utly ca-

and ſhee moſt impudent, (it 85 r excefſe admitted any 
ſuch degree ofvifference ) caldefo2 het lute, which finge- 
ring too fitly, foz ſo vulita purpoſe, Hee accozded thereto 
with hir voice, and bew2aped( as Pe ina Canzon, 
the occaſion of there Meetings.

Foz molt vices 
are linked together in luch an vnion ok affinity, & cleaue fo 
ſiſter⸗like in one knot, each fnutuallyvepedingon pother) 
that neuer any is implobed alone This luſtful vame not 


liking hir native beautie (though ulli tient would merdes 
augment it with artificiall bzaneries ; Iauiug nd venice 

bnplotted, no deceipt vnpꝛactiſed, to make gratious hir 
Ki. D 4 PVrate⸗ 
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graceleſſe ſelfe: And A feare ſhe hath herein too many fol- 
lowers, which ſpoyle there ſtommacks with vnſauozy myx⸗ 
tures thereby to ſeeme eye⸗Lweete, though ſcarce hart- 
ſoundez oz repaire their ruinous kaces, by ouerlaping them 
with a kalſe gloſſe of adulterine fapreneſle, whereas chaſte 
beautieſcoons acquaintance wich Apothecaryes bores. But 
why talke Jok chaſtity, treatingok alubiectſovnchat;wher- 
in whatloeuer conceipt, oꝛ cuſtome might affoꝛde, ſhee fails 
not to apply eſfectually: And p moze ts garniſh theſe baſtard 
glories,ſhe ware alwates ſuchouerſfiptuous attyre, thatma⸗ 
ny in deſert, and dignitie karre exceding hir, were in this, 

as karre behind hir. Mo common faſhion could pleaſe hir 
kancie, but it muft be ſtrange, and ſtately, dzawing many 
pcs to gaʒe on hir, which aym'd wholly ac ſingularitje, glo⸗ 
rying to bee peereleſſe inhirpompe, Neuer was any to hir 
power moze lauich in varietie of waſtekullvanities: neuer a- 
ny ſo peruerſe in pꝛide, and with ſuch difficulty to be plea- 
Led: Fo were the leaſt ſtitch in hir Atyre not as chee would 
haue it, though thegarment molkfayre and coſtly, the Tai 
loz moſt rare and cunning , pet would ſheefuriouſly fling it 
krom hir, with purpole neuer to weare it; fo that the ſillye 
woꝛrbeman ſet at his non plus , loſt both hir cuſtome and the 
- creedit of his wozkmanlhippe. Nerc J note hir glutts- 
nous appetite, not in the quantitie, but in the qualitie of 
ok hir fare, which was ſo delicate andouer daintie, that this 
luſt⸗pamper ing diet, was no decorum in hit huſbandes 
tate. To pꝛeuent ill \mclles, ſhee alwaies kur nicht hir 
powſe and garments with chopce perkumes, hir eyes deig 
nen no trpuiallobiects: without muſicke no meat woulde 
downe, lo mightily was this modeſt creature troubled (fo. 
ſooth) with melancholy . Thus euery lence, had his ex 
ceſſe, and ( which moze is) hir gplefull lookes ſbareing 
wich the Adamant his attractiue power, could by an odde 
tricke whereto Chee had inured them, wozke petty won-

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in the ireetsſhe had ſeene any, whoſe outward 
ſemblante, might argue his inward ſufficience, che would 
court him with a glante, whereta it he anſwered with the 
like, then was the match halfe mad? , and they neden but 
one merting to aſſure the hergaine.

Thus vou ſee that no- 
thing wanted, ſane only the cloking ok hir crime, with the 
Chew ok holyneſſe and religion, whole outward p2etert is 
now a p2actiſe ofgreat impoꝛt, and a mightie piller ofſuch 
carnall deuotton. Dinne appearing in his owue collozs, 
chould ſ oone be knowen. A ſmoth habit of hipocreſte is de- 
finde by ſome, an intellectuall vertue, though a mozall 
vice. But the hanting of pꝛiuate conuenticles being then 
not heard of , this pollicy could haue no ground. Pet Va- 
leria though wanting, ſo great an helpe, wanted no fa- 
uozites, whoſe number by other meanesſhe ſtill augmented: 
they trap ning luſtely their power in all ſozts poſſible ,/ if 
any le at full to pleaſe hir) were oft infozcev fo2 
ſupply of their exhauſted pith, to diet thẽſelues with drugs, 
and trot dayly to th apoticaries fo ſuch traſh.Otthis crue 
the chiefe competitoꝛ was named Arthemio, whoſe aduan- 
tage the wily Dame dillembling, did ſo temper hir in« 
temperatelookes, and thereby held him in luch lulpence, 5 
though ſheſbdwhatgracd him aboue the reit. becauſe loath 
to leaue him; pet could he not gather by hir countenance 
any aſſuranceof his content. Hir pallicie was, by concea« 
ling his pꝛerogatiue, ta ret aine hir ſoueraintie: Pir feare, 
that by dilcloſing it, ſ hel hould arme histhoughts with in⸗ 


_-ſolencie, and he l hake off that ſubtection wherein now ſ hee 
pad him : Arthemio which looked fox a better market by Gi- 
Tualdos death, then pꝛelent K in his like, kailde not 
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to imbzaceall likely meanes, to mike vle "of all oecaſſans. 
to applye cach oppoꝛtunitie tox the attaining: and aſſuring 
of Yalerias fauout to himſelte; ſtill doubt ing his deſires ac- 
tompliſhment, becauſenot pꝛiuie to his one deſatt . After 
many thaughtes hee deeurd this tourte the belt, tu feeme 
rauiſhed byhir heautic; fox well hee knewe, that herein to 
flatter women was highly to pleaſe them: In effecting 
which reſolution , he did ſo quaintly counterfeite the dꝛou⸗ 
ping louer, both in his fookes , and other geſtures, that her 
witte blinden thzcugh ſelle · conceij t, mas by his wiles karre 
ouec-reacht, At ſight ot hir hee would ſeeme ſo fillde with 
toy, as ił hit pꝛelente, weare his onelppleaſure . when ſhee 
lekt him, he would ſigh, and laine ſuch ſozrow, as ik dis come | 
fo2t began and ended wich hir company. 

Thus had he his lakes at ſuch conunaundment; * as wo⸗ 
men hauetheir teares: when ſhee talked he liſtned with ſuch 
attention, as ik hir voice had beene inchantingly melodious: 
ate, (but on purpote when thee lawe him) he would Neale a 
bꝛoken loke on hir: then (as loath that ſher ſhoulde note hint) 
caſt domne his eyes, and fourthwitb raile them to reueme 
dier Hee would inuite hir to ſumptudus banqueta, ofte ſo⸗ 
licite hit with amoꝛous couceipts, of which a many, J 
haue related two as inſtances of the reſt, wherein vou may 
cleerely ſee hir blindneſſe, with his bouldnefle. . |

mio was earneſtly intreated- to make one in amaſke, 
koꝛ the gracingofa mariage; which requeſt he lane granted, 
knowing that Valena (though with hir huſbande) ſhould be

But his body was no ſooner b1e=thleſke , then lockey 
was turned. tohis ſhiftes : whoſe, good ſeruite, had not 
his kinde maiſter ſecretly  guerdonized bekoze his death, 
doubtleſſe his eſtate had beene very harde. Valeria, 
though bauing cleene kozgerten hir hul bandes wozdes, 
which Hee markte nd longer, then while hee ſpake 
them, p2ouided pet koz his burtall in the beſt ſozte; 
.andſo much the rather, becauſein his deceafe thee toy- . 
ed the fulneſſe of hir on deſires. 78 
Dis cozpes was with funerall pome conueped to the 
Church : Andthere ſollemnly enterred; nothing omitted 
which necellitie 02 tuſtome coulde clatme ; A ſermon, 
abanguet, and like obſertations . Maueing thus laide 
bim, where ſhee wicht him kong vekozc, thee was nowe-x 
luſtie widowe, and, courted by that crue of gallantes , 


whoſe. bzaueries in hir huſbands kiferime-thee had vp⸗ 
; beld,dzeining but the quinteſſence. of his bagges to gar⸗ 
niſhe with gay robes their backes. But Archemio whoſe 

harueſt of farre greater hopes then theſe, was nowe 
. come, which de ſo long bad! loockt for , and in regarde 
thereof woulde not with the reſt make pzolit of hir foz 
mer pꝛodtgalirte: ſeeing nowe time aud occaſion ſmy- 
Ling on him flat ker not his alfayres, but to pꝛeuent the 
firſt in fozwarvneſſe, and ſooner then in reaſon he ſhould, 
_iminediatly on Giraldoshurtall, ſurd to actelle, which 
ünding as hee erpected, and log his moze incozagement 
veweing in his miſtris countenaute, no cloudes of diſcon- 
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chantries ok choyce quire- men, ſinging ſolemnly bekoꝛe che- 
but behindefollowes atroope all clad in blacke, which ar 
gues mourning: much haue J marueled at this ceremo- 
mp, deeming it till now, ſome hidden paradox, confoun- 
ding thus in one, things looppolite as theſe ſignes of ioy 
and ſozrowe . But pour late good koztune, iukoꝛzſt me to 
cancell this fond opinion: fo if ſinging do with moſt right 
belong to ioping, who map then ſo juffTy as pour ſelfe,ſec 
on wozke a wozld of fingers, tocelebzate the day of pour 
re couered liberty, from the tirannous controlement ok a 
ielous [vt ? To gratulate which your good happe, J haue 
thus aduentured, no} leſſe to pꝛolſecute my owne hopes, 
daom d to line oz dye at your diſpoſing; herein reſembling 
tranſfozmed.Cluie, which as the angry Sunne doth riſe 
02 (ct, opens 02 ſhuts ſilly Nimph) bir Cſaffron-coloured 
bꝛeſt: Sith then the making o2 marring of my hopes, doth 
wholly teſt in pou: deigne rather to quicken them by a gra- 
tious regard, then to kill them by a dilgratious repulſe: 
make me rather the mirroz of your clemency, then the mar⸗ 
tyre ok pour cruelty. Ik youfancye any wozthter then my 
ſelſe, I ſhall dꝛoope fo2 my vefects: yk any meaner then my 
ſelfe,you ſhall derogate from my deſerts: But ap mee. what 
deſerts haue J to alleadge, it true affection be no deſerte: 
This ſaide,he pawſd, as feeling ſome deeper palltion but 
Valeria no longer able to diſſemble, thus with a ſmile re- 
plide / koꝛ weeping was alreadie out of ſeaſon), Seruant 
(quoth ſhe)that true affection merits fauour, reaſon grants; 
that not euer barren ol delert, hp rote ſhall yealveſut- 
ficient poofe; whole deſires J hauehitherto dieted with 
dilmaping doubts, thereby to make tryall of thy cons | 
ſtantie: which finding each wap kaultleſle, will not that 
thzough me it ſhould. be krutleſſe: But to make amends 
fo2tyzing ſo thy mine with long [uſpence, and tu remu- 
nerate thy kancies bur et mo2e then lookes, J yeald 
wholly to thy diſpoſing, mp lelke, mv ſubſtance, —

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to me is deereſt: Thy coming was to ſpeake, t hy good hap 
to ſpeede both ot lone and liuing, largely able to equall

Buthow much the was decet=- 
ued, let the ſequell ewe. Fame the ſwifteſt euill and la- 
utſh ſpꝛeader ot moſt vnweltome newes, hav now bzuted 
to Theodoros eares Giraldos death, his daughters lewdnes, 
her late publike inkamie and ſecond match: The hearing ok 
which repoꝛt pearſed ſo his heart, that he likewiſe full of ſo⸗ 
row, yeelded his care - weakened bodie to the bed, and thence 
 Hieathleſſe to the graue: when at the inſtant ok his depar⸗ 
ture, he employed ſome friend in wziting, what himfelke 
thus with a fainting voice did vtter, and as his laſt to her, 
intend.

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This ſubſcription himſelke did wꝛite, whoſe feeble hand 
another guided: ſcarſe had he wzitten what be would, when 
hee bꝛeathed out his enffanchiſed ſoule, ending almoſt at 
one inſtant his lite: and letter : which Valeria receiving, 
read without remozſe, hearing like wiſethe manner ok his 
death hy the meffenger viſcourſt at large, yet were her 


eyes ſtill teareleſſe: much it was that this could wozkein 
her one houre ot melancholly, foꝛ he deemd it no decotum 
to blemtih her yet. during pleaſures with not auailing ſoz. * 
row. But had Theodoros life beene longer and his wꝛi⸗ 
ting later, then coulve not his woꝛdes haue peritht thus 
wholly without effect: foꝛ ſoone afcer the receiuingof this 
letter, ber pꝛeimagined iopes failing by degrees, grewe 
daily leſſe: and ſhee too late, ſeeing in the pꝛeſent iſſue ot 
Arthe mios foꝛmer ꝑʒemiſes, nought but deceit, wiſhed her 
ſelle againe at her owne will, which now ſhee iuſtly wan⸗ 
ted noz fo ſtaid her foxtunes change, foz to haue wanted 
onely herein her wich, it had beene well; oz howloener, not 
whollpill: But (which, was wozſe) ſbee beheld apparant 
likelihoodeof karre greater imminent diſtreſſe, then were 
her woonted outward delights-, Hee, knowing well her 
humour by his owne ſo long experience, thought it better 
tograffehoznes on anothers head, then himſelfe to beare 
the impꝛeſſion : in pꝛeuenting which.miſfoztunehee vide 
this method: Torefozmeherleudneſle, he reſtraind her li· 
That was a day. of fauour wherein ſhee might kreely 
walke about the houſe, fo2 commonly ſhee was mende vp - 
in her chamber : her looſe ·taild goſſips which firlk intict 
her to follp , were warnde from appꝛoach: eſpectally that 
arch-queane her greateſt counſelloꝛ, to whoſe kindnes him- 
ſelfe alſo had been indebted. Thoſe gallant ponkers which 
long had fedher humoꝛ, by ſeruingher inlatiate tuff, were 
bardfrom acceſſe.This was ſome cozoſiue to a wilfull wan» 
tap, whole veſire could ert yok no contradiexis: but thely 
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are trifles, if we note her following troubles, ſo many and 
ſo michtiezthat it paſt a womans pat ien te to indure them, 
{f any way able te redꝛeſſe them. dugh her walks were 
wat cht thus narrowly (as many eyes attending her ſkeppes 


as had Argus guarding tranſfozmev Io) yet he molt lauich· 
ly — to laltiuiouſneſſe, romd abꝛoad at pleaſure, was 


IP ging his owne bodie and her lubſtance on troupes of truls, 


whome he goꝛgeoully maintained. Riches lightly rotten; 
are ſoone leudly gone, koꝛ who weighes aright the worth 
of them, being not wearied with paines in gathering them? 
Peatles did then grow moſt in pꝛice, when they were firſt 
purchaſed with the daungers of many ſtoꝛmes. His minde 
beting thus wholly on keaſting his Pinions with ſumptu- 
ous bankets, it needes muſt kallowe, that — made 
way and wozke fo her ſiſter Lecherte, which without her 
kurtherante were almoſt koꝛceleſſe. They haning Sirens 
tongues and Crocodiles ceares, thereby entic d him to in- 
tangle him, and pꝛeuailed: fo2 as the Þemlocke of Attica 
tempered with wine, is of all compounded poyſons the 
moſt deadly : ſo of all enticements that is moſt dangerous, 
where wit and beautie lodg d both in one ſubiect, are fo 
employed, 
All this while late pooze Valeria at home, turcharg 
with ſozrow, not ruminating as pet, ſo much on repentance 
of fozmer wantonnes, as dꝛooping thzough deſpight of pꝛe⸗ 
ſent wants: foz now wꝛathkull heauen ſetting wide open 
the gates of vengeance, ſhowzddowneon her ſinkull head 
heapes of deſerued euils, infinitelyerceeding'the number 
ok her peares, pet not equalling ber vireoffences, whole e⸗ 
ſtate was not herein onely hapleſle to be (as earſt) reſtrai⸗ 
nen from companie, and from the libertie of her woonted 
walkes, but like wile in each reſpett moſt abiettly milera⸗ 
ble: her allowance in attire, and at the table lrarle the ihn 


dow of what it was, and hardly fitting the balenelle ok her 


þzeſent foztune, her kullvieted with-rronbles leauings wm 
_ earft- 
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earſt-imperious bumoz ſet all on ſoueralgntie, ſkoopt to the 
loweſt ſteppe of ſlauerie; and ſhee that whilome cantrolve 
the maſter, was now lubiect without redꝛeſle, to the checks 
and taunts of her owneſeruants, which thereto authoziſed 
by Arthemios opver, limited ſo ſtraightiy her very lookes, 
that had ſheglanc'dher eye on any, though the meaneſt ob; 
tect, it foxthwith bꝛed ſuſpition ; and that no ſmall com 
. plaint, pet muſt ſhe in noſo2t(if louing her owne eaſe) caſt 
on them an angry count enance to argue her offended mind, 
much lelle bewzay in wozdes her deepe-ſecled diſcontent, 
leaſt he in a ſitte of furie thundering koꝛth an Alphabet of 
vglp othes,ſhould amaze her with his affrighting menaces : 
noꝛ didhe ſo containe his outrage, but oft martyzing with 
blowes her tender bodie, lekt on her bzuiſed limmes fo2 
laſting monuments the irremooueable characters of his 
barbarous crueltie; ſo to verifiethe tenour of his thꝛeates, 
and repay with heaped meaſure thoſe her markes of thank- 
leſſe remembꝛance, which thee (earff-mercileſſe) had lent, 
and laid on ſilly Iockies ſhottlders . J omit the daily ob- 
iecting of fozmer leudneſle , and Giraldos death continu- 
ally vpbzaided . At the memozie of which ſo many milſe- 
ries, the ſilly wꝛetch did in ſighes and teares diſcourſe her 
ſozrowes, lamenting iuſtlythe koztune of her change, but 
moze the kolly of her ſecond choice. Now thought (hee on 
ber huſbands woꝛdes which then ſhe weighed not, when hee 
ſpake them. Now felt ſhee in her ſelfe the iſſue of his too 
true pꝛediction: and as the wearie Mariner ſeeing from 
karre a ſtozme, knowen by the ſeas loud roze, and flocking 
togither ok birds ,p2cpares himſelfe with courage and pa⸗ 
;tience toentertaine the perill: ſoſhe, whoſe mind weande 
thus krom wantonneſſe, reuolu d with reſtleſſe mot ion fo2e- 
paſſed woes, and in her koztunes mappe viewd the yet- 
clouded tracts ok following troubles, addzeſſed her ſelfe to 
beare quietly theſe deſerued croſſes, and made nature ſchol⸗ 


ler to neceſſicie, but as pet I hi could not kullp 


vigeſt 
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digeſt the lower pꝛecepts, ol ſuch ſaint ⸗like patience, which 
that ſhe might the lelle endure, he ſſacke not his indeauour, 
ſtill deuiſing by what meanes be molt might vere her; and 

had therefsze changde his fozmer cuſtome into an oꝛder far 

moze impudent: koz inſtead of banketting his harlots a- 

bꝛoad, he now keaſtes them at home . She was the dzudge 
to pꝛepare their dainties, and ſcarſe thought wozthp ok the 

lowelt roome, when all their delicats were ſerud in. Then 

would hee in her light kille his queanes and toy with them, 

thus daring her to impatience, that thereon he might coine 

ſome ſeeming cauſe to tyꝛannize with his fit : fo2 well hee 

knewe, that the tongue the hearts herald, womens chiefe 

inſtrument of reuenge and eaſe, could then hardly oz not ac 
all by her be bzidled. Continuing this cuſtome, he once in⸗
